This is not the real reason, 
but a result of it the real reason being 
the establishment of the Gregorian 
rule, made in 158'3. 


The nineteenth century will not end 


till midnight of Monday, December 31, 
1000, although the old quarrel will 
probably again be renewed as to what 
constitutes a century, and when it 
winds up, and thousands will insist on 
a premature burial of the old century 
at midnight of December ai, 1839. 


Hut, as a century means 100 years, 


and as the first century could not end 
till a full 100 years had passed, etc., 
it is not logically clear why the nine- 
teenth century should be curtailed and 
broken off before we have had the full 
WOO years.

This business life of American gen- 


tlemen is one of the hardest problems 
for uu Englishman to understand cor- 
rectly. Till comparatively lately in 
England commercial business, except 
banking, has not been thought highly 
of for gentlemen. Politics, the chruch, 
the army and navy, the bar, etc., have 
ueen the outlets for English younjjer 
sons. In America it is quite different. 
Among the many reasons for this [ will 
mention but the one important one, 
that the pursuits above mentioned af- 
ford but few openings, comparatively 
speaking. 


The church is a poorly-paid profes- 


sion for the sons of wealthy merchants, 
and the army and navy are so small in 
number that they do not afford a field 
for more than a few. The bar is, of 
course, open, and is crowded in Amer- 
ica as in Kngland. 
Politics, for some 


inscrutable reason, does not seem to 
attract many of the higher grades of 
youth. Consequently the young Amer- 
ican seeks the commercial lield, and iu 
every American city, especially in the 
west, one finds at the head of cultiva- 
tion and progress men whose rise has 
been due to .successful commcrci.il en- 
terprise. 


It is well for the individual that suc- 


cess should be so rewarded, and it is 
wpllforthe community also that Mm 
man of business who'has gained his 
success on legitimate lines should be 
its leader. 
In a new and partly unset- 


tled country like America, so fortu- 
nately situated as to need practically 
no foreign policy and to fear no foreign 
enemies, the creator or tho distributer 
of wealth is a far more valuable man 
than the politician or the soldier. 


The sanguincness of the. American is 


another feature especially striking to 
an outsider. The whole temper of "the 
people is one of hope. 
JX'o young man 


enters life in any line without the 
fullest belief that he is going to suc- 
ceed, and is going to make a great tleal 
of money, and to do it all very quickly. 
This may bo true of young men every- 
where, but it is especially so in the 
states. And men arc justified in their 
youthful hopes.! 


IVactically any young man of rea- 


sonable brains and industry is sure to 
.succeed. Openings are numerous, and 
the shiiru-witted American is r|uidc to 
take advantage of them. It is a curi- 
ous fact, but one that I have often 
hcitrd.umployorsof n nskllled labor com- 
ment on, that none of their workmen 
were American born, unless, possibly, 
.some of the foremen. 
As an English- 


man I am glad to add that rarely arc 
iinglislimen, either, found as u;;skilled 
laborers in American 
workshops.—

this morning at La Uoottette prison. 
There was no disturbance. Vaillant's 
last words as he. was led to the guillo- 
tine were: 
"Heath to the bourgeoise. 


Long Hve nnarchy." 


All the streets ad joining- tho Place de 


la Koquette had been cleared by the 
polite and the immense crowds hart 
been pushed into .side streets. The po- 
lice force ou duty is unprecedented. 


The execution of Vaillaut was deter- 


mined upon yesterday. The news was 
only known late last evening. 
The 


people began gathering soon after- 
ward, and the crowd kept increasing 
rapidly in size until 3 o'clock this 
morning, when a fine rain commenced 
to fall. 
Workmen then started iu to 


erect barricades across all streets lead- 
ing into the square from which the peo- 
ple were driven by the police at 2:60 a. 
m. At that hour the gardes republic- 
aine arrived on tile scene. 


The cafes and wine shops were all 


crowded with the lowest class of citi- 
zens, who loudly commented upon the 
injustice of sending Vaillant to the 
guillotine, as he had killed nobody. 
Four companies of the gardes repub- 
licaine arid a squadron of mouuted 
gardes formed around the square. 


Meanwhile the crowd continued to 


increase and signs of approaching 
turbulence on i'.s part were'uoticeablu. 
Au ugly rush of men and women up 
the Kuo de la Roquette took place at 4 
o'clock, but was stopped by the police. 


M. Ueibler, the executioner, appeared 


In a frock coat and high hat at tl-.to. lie 
was on foot. 
A few minutes later the 


two familiar vans rumbled into the 
square.

son-in-law 


and two other assistants. M. Deibler 
went to one van, and by the light of a 
lantern examined the knife and ropes 
as they were brought out. The con- 
struction of the guillotine proceeded 
rapidly and silently but for the ocea- 
sioual thud of a piece of wood fulling 
into place. 


Diebler superintended carefully the 


erection of the guillotine and watched 
closely the setting of the two 35-feet, 
posts and the arrangement of the pul- 
ley that worked the knife. At 7 o'clock 
tho guards appeared with the prisoner, 
and ufter conversing with JI. Diebler 
for about two minutes Vaillaut was led 
to tho guillotine.

A 
fragment of rock, weighing, perhaps,

struck him on tue abdomen near the 
right hip and penetrated to the peri- 
toneum. 
He was knocked senseless. 


He was picked tip and carried to the 
oflice of the firm, 100 yards away.

J. H. Browning, the surgeon of the 
works, was sent for. He chanced to be 
in another part of the camp at the time 
and did not reach Mr. Comer for thirty 
minutes, liy that time lie had recov- 
ered consciousness and was suffering 
exerutiating agony.
